London dates are to Sept. 16th. 

PortTuGAL.—Oporto is described to be, in consequence 
of the great industry of Don Pedro, all bat impregnable. Its 
garrison numbers about 12,000 men. The Miguelites are 
very near to it, in force about 20,000. Some skirmishing 
has taken place, the advantages of which are variously claimn- 
ed on both sides, but hitherto no serious assault had been 
made. Admiral Sartorius was off Lisbon, watching Don Mi- 
guel’s squadron. 

A London paper of Sept. 15th says :—** Yesterday a ves- 
sel, having on board a considerable nainber of horses, left 
the port of London on her way to Oporto, having been pre-

The «wo vessels proved to be Danish 
brigs, by which the survivors . ore taken off, several of whom 
however died in the course of a few ays. from the effects of 
their previous sufferings. ‘The total los» .f lives was 28, be- 
sides many of the survivors being maimed in e of 
freezing and rendered invalids for life.
